An act of the last legislatu re, ap ­ 
p rov ed Febru ary 12, allows the or­ 
ganization of local forestry associa­ 
tions, to acq u ire and control land s 
which “shall not be sold or incu m­ 
bered , bu t shall be held in p erp etu ity 
for forestry p u rp oses for the benefit 
of the p u blic; which shall not be 
tax able for state, cou nty , township , 
town, or any other p u rp oses." 
The land s acq u ired are to be 
p lanted and 
cu ltiv ated as forests, 
and the money from the sale of the 
p rod u ct, with other money s from the 
land s, shall 
be u sed in acq u iring 
other 
land s and 
reforesting and 
maintaining the forest in p erp etu ity , 
any su rp lu s to go to the school fu nd . 
_ The forest may be u sed for p icnics 
and p leasu re grou nd s u nd er-ru les to 
be ad op ted by the forestry board . 
The inju ry or d estru ction of any tree 
in su ch forest is to be p u nished by 
fines of fiv e times the v alu e of su ch 
tree. 
The fu nd s of any su ch asso­ 
ciation are to be d eriv ed from v olu n­ 
tary contribu tions and self imp osed 
fees and d u es; bu t, hav ing once be­ 
come p art of the fu nd s of an asso­ 
ciation they are inalienable. 
If an 
association ceases to ex ist the title 
to its p rop erty shall v est in the state. 
Any nu mber of p ersons not less 
than fiv e may organize by filing one 
cop y of their articles of association 
with the cou nty record er, and anoth­ 
er cop y with the secretary of the 
Ind iana Forestry Association. These 
articles are only req u ired to sp ecify 
“the name of su ch association as the 
forestry association of the cou nty , 
city , town or township , as the case 
may be, where it is contemp lated to 
establish and maintain a p u blic for-

Why is cheating at cards the quick­ 
est way o ut o f so ciety ? The answer is 
no t so much that murder and burglary 
are so infrequent as to o ffer no data 
fo r generalizatio n as that with cheat­ 
ing at cards, fo r which there is no le­ 
gal penalty , so ciety has to pro tect it­ 
self and do es so with characteristic 
cruelty .

HIGH COURT DECISION 


Senator Kern D erancjs West 


Vi rgi ni a 
Rilling. 


Washington, May 15. — Protracted 
debate occu red in the senate on the 
resolu tion of Senator Kern of Indiana 
prov iding for an inv estigation u nder 
the au spices of the senate committee 
on edu cation and labor, of the general 
situ ation in the coal regions of West 
Virginia. 
For more than two hou rs 
Senator Kern addressed the senate 
u pon the necessity for a determination 
whether the constitu tional rights of 
the miners had been inv aded by the 
military tribu nals organized u nder and 
by v irtu e of the orders of Gov ernor 
Hatfield within the zones of Kanawha 
cou nty in which martial law had been 
declared. In the cou rse of his speech 
Senator Kern criticised sev erely the 
decision of the su preme cou rt of West 
Virginia, which had rendered the opin­ 
ion that the military cou rt within the 
zones of trou ble had the right not only 
to arrest and distrain, hu t to try and 
to conv ict and pu nish offenders against 
the peace and dignity of the state. 


Mo re Fresh Air Fo r Thaw. 
Newbu rgh, N. Y., May 15.—In re­ 
sponse to a writ of habeas corpu s the 
acting su perintendent of the Mattea- 
wan hospital took Harry K. Thaw to 
New York today to giv e testimony in 
the charges brou ght against John N. 
Anhu t, a lawy er, in the matter of the 
$20,000 bribe alleged to hav e been of­ 
fered to secu re Thaw’s release from 
Matteawan. 


Of Interest to the Blind. 
London, May 15.—The British Blind 
society is preparing a complete Braille 
o f Shakespeare, which the society will 
su pply at cost, according to the length 
o f the play . 
For instance, the Merry 
Wiv es of Windsor will cost 30 ponce. 


It Is said that a poll of congressmen 
ju st taken shows the majority in the 
hou se against “v êtes for women” to 
be fiv e to one.

CHINDA AWAITS HIS ANSWER 


Go v erno r 
J o hnso n’s 
Anno uncement 


That He Will Giv e the Ex ecutiv e Ap­ 
pro v al to Califo rnia’s Anti-J ap Legis­ 
latio n, Makes It Necessary Fo r the 
Go v ernment to Answer the Pro test 


Lo dged by J apanese Ambassado r. 


Washington, May 15. — Annou ncing 
his determination to sign the Califor­ 
nia alien land bill, Gov ernor Johnron’s 
message has been receiv ed at the 
state department. This final action by 
Gov ernor Johnson pu ts the federal 
gov ernment in a position where it will 
be obliged to take u p the cu dgels for 
California in fighting Japan’s protest. 
The nex t mov e will be for the United 
States gov ernment to make. Secreta­ 
ry Bry an will be obliged to answer the 
protest which Ambassador Chinda has 
lodged with him. 
The United States 
certainly will go to the ex tent of main­ 
taining that there has been no v iola­ 
tion of the nation’s treaty obligations, 
and Gov ernor Johnson, throu gh his 
message, seems to make It necessary 
also for the state department to op­ 
pose Japan’s complaint of offensiv e 
discrimination. 
Apparently , howev er, Gov ernor John­ 
son leav es one little loophole throu gh 
which he may y et rev erse himself if 
on ex treme emergency shou ld dev elop. 
He informs Secretary Bry an that he 
considers it his du ty to sign the bill 
u nless some “absolu tely controlling 
necessity demands contrary action.” 
Gov ernor 
Johnson 
acknowledges 
that he can see no su ch necessity , and 
apparently he pu ts it u p to Mr. Bry an 
to disclose that danger if it ex ists. 
Gov ernor Johnson, in his reply to 
Mr. Bry an, contends that the Califor­ 
nia bill is fu lly within the treaty ob­ 
ligations of the United States. He de­ 
nies flatly also that it carries any in­ 
tended offense to Japan or any other ! 
nation, or that it is discriminatory . 
He adds that California has been ! 
forced to pass this bill for the pro tec- i 
tion and preserv ation of the state. 1 
“We mu st see it or be blind,” say s he. j 
“We insist,” say s the Johnson m es-; 
sage, “that ju stly no offense can be 
taken by any nation to this law, and | 
more particu larly does this seem to i 
be clear in the instance of a nation j 
like Japan that by its own laws pre- 
i 
v ents acqu isition of land by aliens. 
“It is most respectfu lly su bmitted i 
that, after all, the qu estion is not j 
whether any offense has been taken, 
bu t whether ju stly it shou ld be taken, j 
I v oice, I think, the sentiment of the 
majority of the legislatu re of this j 
state when I say that if it had been 
believ ed that offense cou ld ju stly be 
taken by any nation to the proposed 
law, that law wou ld not hav e been en­ 
acted. 
“We of California believ e firmly that 
in ou r legislativ e dealings with this 
alien land qu estion, we hav e v iolated 
absolu tely no treaty rights; we hav e 
shown no shadow of discrimination; 
we hav e giv en to no nation the right 
to be ju stified in taking offense. 
So 
believ ing—with a strong reliance on 
the ju stice and the righteou sness of 
ou r cau se, and with du e deference and 
cou rtesy and with proper considera­ 
tion for the feelings and the v iews of 
others—we had hoped the au thorities 
at Washington wou ld hav e seen the 
qu estion as we in this state hav e been 
forced to see it—as we mu st see it or 
be blind. 
“And so, with all respect and cou r­ 
tesy , the state of California feels it 
its bou nden du ty to its citizens to do 
that which the interests of its people 
demand; that which the conscience of 
Its people approv e; that which v io­ 
lates no treaty rights; that which pre­ 
sents no discrimination; 
and that 
which can giv e no ju st cau se for of­ 
fense. Ou r people, as represented in 
the legislatu re, hav e ov erwhelming­ 
ly ex pressed their desire for the pres­ 
ent alien land bill. 
The v ote in the 
senate was 35 to 2 and in the assem­ 
bly 7 2 to 3. With su ch u nanimity o f 
o pinio n, ev en did I hold other v iews, 
I wo uld feel it my plain duty to sign 
the bill, unless so me abso lutely co n­ 
tro lling necessity demanded co ntrary 
actio n. 
Apparently no such co ntro l­ 
ling necessity ex ists.” 


WOULD DIE LIKE A SOLDIER 


Nev ada Murderer Cho se Bullets In 
Preference to Gallo ws. 
Reno , Nev ., May 15 .—The first legal 
ex ecutio n in this btate by sho o ting 
rather than by the o ld metho d o f hang­ 
ing murderers to o k place at the Car­ 
so n City jail when Ambrija Mirco v ich, 
who no t o nly asked that he be sho t 
rather than hanged, but also refused 
to he blindfo lded when facing the rifle 
muzzles, was ex ecuted fo r the murder 
o f & pro minent merchant and fo rmer 
legislato r, Anto n Grego v ich, at To n- 
o pah last y ear. 
When guards o ffered him suppo rt 
during the walk to the ex ecutio n chair 
Mirco v ich wav ed them aside, say ing 
pro udly that he preferred to “ die like 
a so ldier” and wo uld walk unassisted.

THE 
REDUCTION 
OF WAGES 


As a Pro test Against Certain Sectio ns 
o f the Underwo o d Tariff Bill Will 
No t Be Co untenanced by Adminis­ 
tratio n, Secretary Redfield Po inting 


Out the Means the Go v ernment Has 
cf Circumv enting Such a Plan. 


Washington. May 15.:—Secretary o f 
Commerce Redfield last night painted 
for the manu factu rers of the United 
States 
a 
word 
pictu re 
of 
what 
they might ex pect in cases where 
the federal gov ernment felt obliged to 
“walk into their offices” to 
inquire 
into wage cu ts u nder the new tariff 
bill. This was disclosed in an address 
by Secretary Redfield before the Na­ 
tional Association cf Employ ing Lith­ 
ographers in session here. This asso ­ 
ciation had warned congress that the 
lithographers wou ld hav e to redu ce 
wages if the Underwood bill became a 
law. 
“If I grasp the pu blic mind at all 
clearly ,” said Secretary Redfield, “it 
holds u nfav orable v iews toward reduc- 
tino of wages ex cept u nder direct ne- 
cessitjh It wou ld not, for ex ample, ap­ 
prov e them for the sake of maintain­ 
ing profits, least of all as a means o f 
political menace. 
Fu rthermore, there 
is in ex istence a belief that the reduc­ 
tion of wages is the easy resort of the 
inefficient and that it is the hall mark 
of poor management 
“I believ e this to be so. As. there­ 
fore, the redu ction of wages has direct 
social effects and as the pu blic has the 
right to efficiency in their factories’ 
serv ants, the department has u nder­ 
taken to find ou t whether the facts da 
or do not ju stify the threatened redu c­ 
tions. 
Observ e that in say ing the 
facts one does not mean merely the 
facts as they are, bu t also the facts as 
they ou ght to be. Operating with bad 
equ ipment, with u nscientific treatment 
of material, with antiqu ated methods, 
in poor locations, with insu fficient cap- 
I ital and generally ineffectiv e manage­ 
ment, will not be esteemed satisfac­ 
tory reason for redu cing wages. The 
Inv estigation will not be carried on in 
a ‘tru st-bu sting’ spirit, bu t will be car­ 
ried ou t in a spirit of helpfu lness. 
“Possibly few people realize 
ho w 
efficient machinery the department o f 
commerce has for making su ch an in­ 
v estigation. 
For ex ample, on the sci­ 
entific side of su ch an inqu iry , the 
great bu reau of standards is of prime 
u se. 
In the present inqu iry (that o f 
the pottery indu stry ) the clay produ cts 
section of this bu reau , located at Pitts­ 
bu rg, will take an activ e part, and it 
other indu stries come u nder inv estiga­ 
tion well trained scientific men and 
; good equ ipment are ready in chemis- 
i try and mechanics and many o ther 
lines to do similar work. 
“The bu reau of foreign and domes­ 
tic commerce, u nder whose direct au s­ 
pices the present inqu iry proceeds, has 
brou ght powers of inqu iry into the 
cost of produ ction, wages, general fac­ 
tory conditions and the like. 
“The bu reau of corporations also 
has broad scope in stu dy ing accou nt­ 
ing and cost-keeping methods, with the 
right of su bpoena which it has in 
times past fou nd some need to ex er­ 
cise. 
If these three are not enou gh, 
the bu reau of labor statistics in o ur 
sister department of labor has powers 
of inqu iry on the labor side which can 
be made effectiv e.” 
Secretary Redfield told the litho g­ 
raphers that he had spoken thu s frank­ 
ly becau se he had receiv ed from their 
association a circu lar referring to the 
redu ction of du ty on goods in which 
they were interested produ cers. He 
warned them that statements based 
on av erages wou ld not be accepted as 
final. “We shou ld want to know,” he 
continu ed, “the best and the wo rst, 
for av erages may be misleading.” 
So that the litho graphers might no t 
harbo r the delusio n that his remarks 
abo ut inefficiency did no t apply to 
their indu stry , Secretary Redfield to o k 
up the co mplaints that hav e appeared 
in articles in their trade jo urnals. Af­ 
ter reading these statements Secretary 
Redfield threw' this into the meeting: 
“ The co mmunity may think these 
statements a strange o ffset against the 
o ther statement that ‘wages must go 
do wn in o rder to co mpete,’ fo r these 
also are y o ur o wn wo rds.” 
Here is o ne sentence that he dro pped 
in the co urse o f his speech: “ The go s­ 
pel o f self-respect and American man­ 
ho o d is making its way and the day 
o f industrial fear is passing.”

We want to see the democratic 
party make good its free trade pro­ 
posals. We are opposed to sops for 
political effect. Let’s learn ou r tariff 
lesson from actu al ex perience. I^et’s 
abolish all dou bt, and leav e no room 
for argu meht, if essential free trade 
is good for the American people, let’s 
make it a permanent policy .

In dian apolis, May 15.—C. M. Hilli­ 
ard o? the san itary scien ce departm en t 
of Pu rdu e u n iv ersity , at the con fer­ 
en ce of state health officers held here, 
declared that most of the n in ety -odd 
thou san d in fan t deaths in the Un ited 
States in on e y ear were av oidable. 
“This is a pu blic health problem an d 
a respon sibility of the first magn itu de 
to be taken u p,” he said. 
Prof. Hilli­ 
ard spoke on “In fan t Mortality an d the 
Pu blic Health,” say in g that as deaths 
from prev en table diseases are u n n ec­ 
essary , they m u st be charged again st 
hu man ign oran ce or to hu man n eglect 
“Clean milk for babies is obtain a­ 
ble,” said Prof. Hilliard. 
“Mothers 
shou ld be edu cated to realize the im­ 
portan ce of breast feedin g.” 
Pu re water, he said, can also be ob­ 
tain ed wherev er a commu n ity will be­ 
stir itself to appropriate mon ey for 
pu rification plan ts, hen ce there is n o 
n eed for u eaths from prev en table dis­ 
eases. 
Gov ern or Ralston , w’ho was to hav e 
addressed the health officers, was u n ­ 
able to be presen t. 
He sen t his con ­ 
gratu lation s to the association for the 
work it is doin g, in a letter in which 
he said; 
“For gen eration s the great body of 
the people paid little atten tion to 
health preserv ation or disease prev en ­ 
tion . 
They gav e thou ght to their 
horses, cattle, hogs, chicken s, bu t had 
little kn owledge of themselv es—the 
con stru ction of the hu man body or the 
relation s an d fu n ction s of its v ariou s 
parts. 
With a faith as childlike as it 
was fatu ou s they tu rn ed the v ital m at­ 
ter of person al health an d its con serv ­ 
ation ov er to ‘the doctor.’ placin g u pon 
him an u n warran ted respon sibility , ex ­ 
pectin g from him u n warran ted resu lts. 
To this pu blic ign oran ce an d in differ­ 
en ce to the laws of phy sical health 
mu ch of the qu ackery an d bigotry of 
the medical profession is chargeable; 
for these are bu t the children of credu ­ 
lity .”
